There  was  a  Peter  Lynch,  born  in  Dublin, Ireland  in  1751;  came  to  America  about  1774-5. 
His  father  Peter  Lynch  Sr#  was  a  v/ell-Go-do  man;  was  a  weaver  and  wheelwright  by  trad*. 


His  sonf  Pot0r  lived  at  home  and  worked  with  the  father  xmtil  nineteen  year; 
of  age,  at  which  time  he  beoame  attached  to  the  young  neighbor  girl  and  wanted  to 
marry  her#  The  father  being  strongly  opposed  to  this  marriage  forbade  the  son  ..to 
even  apeak  to  the  girl  again#  This  of  course  made  young  Pbter  very  angry#  He  told 
the  youg  woman  he  would  go  to  America  and  would  arrange  to  send  for  her  later#  He 
did  not  go  home  for  his  clothing  or  money,  but  took  passage  on  a  ship,  which  was  sail* 
ing  for  America;  worked  his  way  to  New  York  and  from  there  go  the  Shenandoah  Valley 
in  Qld  Virginia#  He  immediately  found  employment  with  a  Mr #Safron( Shaver ) (Shafer ) 
the  later  is  recorded  in  Bible  as  Shafer  and  because  of  his  honesty  and  keen  sighted¬ 
ness  wu3  soon  made  overseer  of  the  Shafer  Plantation#

Ho  corresponded  with  his  sweetheart  in  Ireland,  but  she  positively  refused 
to  oomo  to  America,  In  1776;  he  married  Hatter  Shafor,  the  dauehter  of  hie  employer.

In  IS79,  he  moved  with  his  family  (wife  and  two  children ) (Abigail  and 
Mary)  to  West  Virginia  and  settled  on  Buffalo  Creek  near  where  his  brother (Iaaaa 
Lynch)  lived.

“The  eminent  Amerioan  oolonial  family  of  this  name  was  established 
by  the  Huguenot  pioneer 9  VINCENT  R0IGN0N(later  Runyon),  born  at  or  near 
Poitiers,  Yieime,  Pranoo,  about  1645-47,  who  for  religious  reasons  came  to  * 
Nev/  Jersey  via  the  *sle  of  Jersey  about  1665-6.  Ha  married  Arm  Martha  Bouoher, 
born  about  ^650  in  Hertfordshire,  England,  daughter  of  John  Bouoher,  also  of 
Huguenot  stock,  probably  from  Champagne,  France.  She  had  oome  £o  Amerioa  as 
a  pioneer  maiden  herself,  whiohbadjenture  adds  an  interesting  touoh  of  romance 
to  this  family’s  beginning  in  the  ew  World.  Their  marriage  license  was  issued 
by  Gov.Philip  Carteret  on  June  and  they  were  married  by  John  B6$len, 

seotretary  of  the  provinoe,  on  July  17,  1668. 

They  settled  first  at  Elizabeth  Town,  where  Runyon  purohased  a  lot  on 
Mar oh  £5,  1671,  and,  as  he  was  a  carpenter,  he  probably  built  his  own  house. 
Because  of  religious  difficulties  he  moved  later  to  the  B  ptist  community  at 
Pisoataway,  Middlesex  County.  There  on  the  Raritan  River,  in  the  spring  of  1677, 
he  acquired  a  farm  of  I54|-  aores,  which  became  the  family  homestead.  He  died 
about  December  I,  1713.  ^he  date  of  decease  of  his  wife  is  not  known* 

The  origin  of  the  surname  “ROIGNON1*'  In  Franoe  is  uncertain,  although  it 
appears  to  be  of  Keltio  origin.  The  ancient  Kelts  were  the  BO-oalled  Alpine 
raoe  across  central  Europe  east  and  west.  The  Nordic  inhabitants  of  the 
British  Isles  prior  to  the  Anglfc**- Saxons,  and  Jute  were  not  of  the  Keltio  raoe 
but  took  Keltio  language  and  customs  with  them  to  Britain.  Therefore  we  can 
understand  the  reason  for  the  following  definition  of  the  origin  of  this  surname 
by  Dr  .Harry  A.DeFerrari,  of  Washington,D.C.,viz.,rtthe  family  ’Runyon  (originally 
spelled  ’Runisui”  )  is  of  Keltic  origin.  It  Is  derived  ultimately  from  the  Irlah 
’<)  Ruanaidh*.  The  old  personal  name  ’Ruanaidh’  means  ’the  hero*.  This  name  is 
especially  common  in  Sligo  and  other  parts  of  Connaught ( Ireland ).,m  This  de- 
finition  is  submitted  without  approval  or  comment,  other  than  the  remark  that,1* 
since  the  ^eltio  language  ancidntly  prevailed  in  both  Franoe  and  Ireland,  the 
name  oould  well  have  had  similar  origin  in  both  countries. 

This  family  was  of  medial  noble  origin  in  Poitou(Poiotou)  and  about 
300  years  ago  was  seated  at  Sainte-Pezenne,  about  2  miles  north  of  Niort,  In  ^ 
Deux-Sevrea  Provinoe,  just  west  of  Vienne,  where  a  Henri  Roygnon,Jr.,  was  name$ 
sieur.  The  family  also  had  property  at  Chaligny,  in  the  same  province.  In

in  IQ57,  when  he  again  became  merchant,  and  so  continued  un¬ 
til  January,  1861  when  Warsaw  was  visited  by  a  great  fire* 
After  the  aonf ligation  Mr,  Runyan  found  himself  at  an  advana

*  "On  the  morning  of  the  23rd  of  May, ;  The  Third  Provisional  Brig¬ 
ade,  headed.by  Sfol.  Crook,. was  av/alcened  by  the  Joint  noise  of  drums 
anti  musketry.  'The  firing  at, the  picket  post  at  Greenbrier  bridge  was 
indication  enough  that  fehere  v/as  work- for  us.  As  It  approached  and  grew 
sharped  all  doubt  was  dispelled*  One  Co.  of  the  44th,. and  Co.  G  of  the 
36th, .was  ordered  to  deploy  as  skirmishers*  .  . 

"Deceived  by  belief  l/hat  a  oxov/d.  of  men  just  discernible  through  the 
fog  v/ore  our  own  pickets,  they  api^rcachod  to-within  one  hundred  yards  only 
to  be  Qd&Gi'tfdQO  undeceived  by  a  volley  from  a  battalion  of  rebel  infantry* 
Thc  volley  v/as  a  deadly  Ane,  but  undismayed,  Ca.pt*.  Tul leys  deployed  his 
company,  and  the  v/ork  commenced  in  earnest*  Seeing  the  forao  opposed  by 
them,  the  skirmishers  fell  back  slowly,  debating  every  inch  of  the  ground.* 
The  Confederate  fores,  commanded  by  General  Ileth,  formed,  in  a  lino  of  bat¬ 
tle  much  greater  than  ours,  and  pushed  forward/  six  pieces  of  artillery*" 

"  Wo  had  warning  of  their  artillery  by  bombs  flying  and  bursting  over 
the  town  and  us*  Thc  situation  v/as  interesting*  They  v/ero  forming  and  V  - 
skirmishing  with  our  advance  on  a  ridge  of  the  hills  to  the  south  of  the  j.,; 
town,  directly  opposite  to  our  oamp,  while  we  wore  f or n&ng  under  -fire  on  a 
ridge  to  the  north*11 '  '  .  .  •  •  .a.,  ••  . , 

"The  affrighted  oitisens  were  socking  shelter  in  their  cellar  a  or  fleetoi 
ing  the  place  for  their  lives*  The  morning  sun  never  smiled  more  benig-.,  i 
nantly  on, a  discordant  and  belligerent  scene  than  it  did  on  us.»  The  36th*1 
commanded  by  Lt*Col*Clarko,  formed  on  the  lef  t  of  the  town,  and -the  44th,' 
commanded  by  C ol •  Gilbert  formed  on  the  right  and  advanced  in  line  of  bat- 
tlo*  The  artillery  took  a  position  to  rake  the  rebels,  should  they  advance 
c  up  the  road;  while  the  Second  Virginia  Cavalfy,  which  had  been  ordered  to 
tho  front  at  the  first  firing,  was  held  in  reserve*  The  tramp  of  the  bi£ 

brigade,  as  they  took  up  various  stutioho  assigned,  v/as  as  steady  as  if 

moving  to  parade*  The  skirmishers  falling  back  and  moving  rapidly  to  the/t 

rear,  made  tho  enemy  think  we  were  retreating,  and  they  set  up  a  loud  cry 
of  suocoss,  oxclaiming  "lewisburg  is  ourel  " 

"Bresently,  however,  the  heavy  roll  of  fire  on  the  left  dispelled  their 
hopes  and  told  us  the  36th  was  gallantly  at  work*" 

"The  44th,  pushing  rapidly  forwrd  on  tho  right  into  range,’  opened  their 
fire,  and  proclaimed,  "Another  Richmond  in  the  field".  The  .roll  of  muoket- 

ry  on  either  side  ms  sharp  and  incessant,  norwere  the  rebels  slow  5n  re¬ 

sponding..  But  in  vain;  tho  gallantry  of  the  regiments  was  irresistible* 
It  v/as  incredible,  till  o\ir  fires  taught  thorn,  that  our  small  foroe  shoull 
attack  such  odds  in  its  chosen  position." 

"After  forty  minutes  of  a  well  oontosted  fi  gh$O®DC6Ol?afl^$OOp0ft€QO®fid{I)fiGD 
ffl)co9oondoprioo2iod)i!iodoo ,our  men  gained  the  hill  and  they  retired  In  great 
haste,  leaving  their  battery  in  tho  hands  of  the  44th,  and  one  gun  being 
.shrill  loaded.  Tho  pursuit  by  infantry  was  keen  for  as  great  a  distance  as 
oirc\onstancos,wcAild  permit*  The  road  was  unfavorable  for  pursuit  by  oavaty 

- Y/inding  in  among  tho  mountains  and  running  through  defiles.  Deploying 

oevoral  companies  as  sldr misters,  tho  enemy's  retreat  v/as  fallowed  to  the 
Greenbrier  bridge  which  was  in  flamo3.  The  fiercest  of  tho  fight  and  the 

greatest  loss  to  tho  enen^  09 cured  at  the  battery.  Our  forve  aotually  en¬ 
gaged  wan  about  1 ,26©  ‘inf,  ?itry,  tho  rebel  foroe  was  about  ; 3,000  strong, 
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consisting  of  22nd,  45th,  anl  54th,  Virginia  regio&ts  Edgars  battalion,  six  pieces 
of  artillery  and  a  squadron  of  oalvalry. 

Our  loss  vn\ s  II  killed  and  54  wounded ,two  of  v/hom  ainoe  died;  of  the  remainder 
none  were  dangerously  wounded.  Some,  of  our  wounded  were  fired  upon  and  one  was 
shot  dead  by  citizens  as  ho  was  dragging  himself  to  the  surgeons.  Col.Crook,  Cap*-*" 
lamgston,  and  Ideut.  Howell  wore  among  the  wounded. 

()no  house - the  habitation  of  the  asnioin  who  perpetrated  the  shooting — has  bee 

burned,  and  had  he  been  caught,  ho  would  doubtless  have  been  hung  high,  as  Hainan  was

Cassady,  Co*D;  S.Litteral,  Co.E;  Adam  S.Alt  and'PranoiB  il.Runyan,  Co.P.  The 
rebels  left  on  the  field* thirty-eight  dead  and  sixty-six  wounded,  twelve  of 
whom  died  since.,  Othdrs  have. been  brought  infrom  their  refugees.  A  number 
both  dead  and  wlunded,  were  taken  away  in  ambulances  and  wagons .^We  captured  fotr 
pieces  of  artillery,  two  12  pounder  field  howitzers,  and  two  6  pounddr  rifled  can 
nons  with  thoir  caisons;  one  ammunition  wagon,  300  small  arms  and  IOO-ofld  pris¬ 
oners;  among  them  Llaj or  Edgar  anti  Lieut-Col.  Finney.  Considering  the  number 
engaged,  the  time  we  were? at  it  and  the  results  achieved,  we  think  our  fight  may 
be  ixronounoed  one  of  the  most  brilliant  affairs  of  the  vzar.  dt  v/as  accomplished 
by  the  well  oonoeived  plan  of  our  Commander,  and  the  steady  courage  of  our  men; 
and  the  steady  courage  of  our  men;. and  the  Third  Brigade  wants  no  higher  enconiuo 
than  that  passed  by  one  of  the  oaiTtured  officers:  “We  expected  to  whip  you,  and 
•  would  have  whip  you  had  you  fought  like  men;  but  you  fought  like  fiend3.“ 

“One  of  the  pieces  captured  by  the  44th  is  an  old  smooth  bore  ten  pounder, 
a  relio  of  tho  Rovoltionary  Wat  which  has  been  remounted  for  use  in  the  Civil  War 
Application  will  bo  made  to  send  it  back  to  Springfield,  Ohio,  where  the  44th 
Regiment  Y/an  recruited.  When  the  war  is  over  this-writor  (Ilarlon  E.Titus)  hopew 
to  stand  on  fehis  gun  and  make  a  Fourth  of  July  Bpoeoh.  The  improvement  in  such 
arms  has  been  so  great  since  it  was  oast  that  it  is  almost  wotbfcless  exoej't  as  a. 
relic..  ♦*”Hany  long  years  havo  passed  since  the  Old  44th  O.V.I.  Regiment  was 
organized  pt  the  Fair  Grounds  in  ^pringfiold,  and.driller  so  faithful  during  the 
hot  simmer  months  of  I8GI.  Who,  on  the  I4th  of  October,  its  solid  colvimna  filled 
with  brave  young  men  or  manhood  which  v/as  to  rei>reeont  Clark  Comity  adxher  'feral - 
ouroud  nnmosako  ui>on  mny  a  field  of  battle  led  oheoring  and  shouting,  through  th 
the  streets  of  Springfiold  on  their  wa; y  to  tho  front  where  for  the  next  three 
years  they  evor-reocivod  their  'share  of  “hell  on  earth”.  : 

Their  enlistments  period  was  up  in  1863,  and  over  seven  hundred  of  theso  gd 
gallant  young  men  wore  ready  to  turn  towards  homo,  leaving  behind  many  of  fcheir 
dearest  oomrades  in  prison;  hospitals,  or' soldier's  graves.  But  when  shortly  afi» 
wards,  on  Jan0  I,  1864  six  hundred  and  seventy  six,  of  the  seven  hundred  or 
more  survivors  enlisted  for  tho  seednd  time,  as  thoh44th  Regiment  was  asked  to  ■ 
re-enlist  and  form  a  Cavalry  unit,  they  heartily  rospounded  to  serve  until  tho 
end  of  war,  and, wwro  mustered  out  in  August  1865.  Tho  majority  of  these  young 
soldiers  aamo  back  to  .Springfield  and  also  along  came  thoir  prized  relio;  and 
old  Revolutionary  cannon,  that  they  had  f pught  gallantly  to  capture  at  Lewisburg 
.  Virginia  liny  23rd,  1862”.  < 

***lIt  was  tho  first  plaoed  in  tho  plaza  opposite  the  Clark  County  Court¬ 
house  whore  it  remained  until  192^.

none  other  than  Capt.  JLarlan  E. Titus,  v/ho  sixty-seven  years  before,  made  the  rerti 
mark  on  the  field  of  battle  at  lowisburg,  Ya*,  "Some  day  I  hope  to  stand  on 
that  cannon  in  S£>ringfield,  Ohio*11  '.v: 

Following  this  speech  lira*  Carrie  J.Bennet,  President  of  the  W.R.O#  plaoed 
a  wreath  on  the  oannon  in  honor  of  the  Civil  V hr  Veterans,  and  Commander  Titus 
and  Comrade  George  J  ohnson,  they  being  the  last  two  surviving  in  Springfield, 
who  assisted  in  the  capture  of  the  Southern  troops  by  thd  44th  O.V.I.  Regiment, 
May  23,  186,2. 

Harlan  Titus  was  born  in  Chester  County,  Pa.,  August  10,  1043,  and  oamo 
with  his  parents  to  Clark  C ounty  in  1849  where  ho  died  in  1934  at  the  age  of 
ninoty  one.

Acoording  to  the  previous  notice  the  annual  reunion  of  the  Runyan  family 
too#  place  on  Saturday  August  9th  in  Pleasant  Township  in  a  beautiful  grove 
on  the  farm  of  Hiram  Lynch  Runyan  and  Asbury  lLE.Church.  The  morning  wae  ; 
bright  and  beautiful,  and  the  rays  of  the  summer  seem  finding  entrance  through  . 
the  heavy  canopy  of  shade  as  a  oonsequonoe  thereof  all  surroundings  were  cool 
and  comfortable.  A  Republla  resentative  arrived  on  the  spot  about  10 

o'clook  and  found  a  goodly  number  congregated  which  was  steadily  augumented 
until  at  a  thousand  relatives  and  guests  nad  assembled# 

At  eleven  o'clock  the  assembly  was  called  to  order  by  P*L#Runyan,Esq#  of 
Springfield,  the  President  of  the  family  society,  who  then  introduced  Rev  .Mr# 
Vance  as  the  ohaplin  of  the  day#  Our  popular  young  friend  and  dentist  Dr.F.G# 
Runyan  of  Springfield  enjoyed  the  honoraDiy  position  of  Secretary  to  the  family 
and  to  him  we  are  indebted  for  many  favors  both  substantial  and  otherwise# 

The  exercises  was  commenced  by  the  reading  of  the  I2th  Chapter  of  Hebrews, 
after  which  singing  by  the  ohoir  from  HauR*  s  "Palace  of  Music"  led  by  Mr.J# 
Wesley  (5unn.  Mr#  Hauk  had  very  Kindly  furnished  a  Golden  Voice  Burdnette  ^rgan 
for  the  occasion  at  which  instrument  Juiss  Ann  Ida!  the  talented  organist  of 
high  Street  M.E.Church  ably  presided# 

The  Throne  of  Grace  was  then  involved  by  Chaplain  Vance,  after  which  sing¬ 
ing  again  wae  in  order  to  the  words  "Hast  Thou  Gloaned  Well  Today4*# 

The  President  of  the  day  then  took  the  stand,  and  made  the  statement  that5!

speaker  then  prooeeded  to  give  a  detail  lis^  of  the  first  settlors,  of  the 
hardships,  whioh  wa3  very  interesting  indeed#

qnd  the  first  death  was  that  of  Constant  Dawson#  Upon  the  conclusion  of  his
